.The laws-in use today are a natural 


OH:growth of time arid1 custom.' They 
hacp grown as new demands have 
arisen 'and as -new. conditions have 
rendered them necessary. These laws 
—numerous as they :irc.—may be 
grouped under the ^following lieads: 


There are laws to protect -the indi- 


vidual from tbc .abuses of others. As 
a member of the community he is en- 
tit-led to certain personal rights and 
privileges, .and others must not traru- 


•ple-upon them.. Hu has--a. light to 
study and develop ,h:s abilities, and 
school laws'- guard against 'int^rfer- 
encfi with his"natural ,righrs. 
, _. 


The second purpose-of school laws 


is . to promote the'interests of ,the 
whole. 
Certain regulations are nec- 


essary-for the welfare of .(-DC-entire 
student body. Those concerning pnnc- 
ituality and' discipline In- study halls 
;uirl classrooms, together with punisli- 
meoits for disobedience, are'all essen- 
tial to the 'efficient work on the part 
! of everyone. ' 


Other laws provide for the protec- 


tion of life and., property* 
Tho slu- 


denls are drilled at d'ft'erent times 
during the year that' >hey may leave 
tile building with the best speed and 
as little confusion as- possible in ca«c 
of fire. 
They are forbidden to wil- 


fully mar the desks or destroy the 
textbooks which they arc permitted 
to use,| and fines are imposed for do- 
Ing so. 


It. is evident that al!»of these laws 


apply to every student cither ns an 
individual or as a member of the K(.U- 
flcnt body. 
' We" may conclude tl-.on 


that th.'s is the principal,reason why 
we have school laws: .To promote 
the interests of the individual', and 
provide for his protection both as an 
indiividual and as a member of the 
community^'
